"I was 16 years 1 month old when

aviators in 1914," Von Rutgers said. 
'Truthfully I can say that 3 was then 
ready to die for the kaiser. Today 1 
sec matters in a different light. 


"The old imperial Germany, after 


the kaiser fled to Holland, changed to 
a radical socialist republic. President 
Ebcrts was of Jewish extraction. Jews 
came overwhelmingly to the front.

Text: Murk 15-22-27 ntid 20-M 


Isnnc Wnlls' great hymn, which Iho 


late Matthew Arnold called the grcal- 
est in the English language, begins: 


When I survey the wondrous cross. 
On which the Prince of glory died, 
My richest gain I count but loss. 
And pour contempt on nil my pride. 


Glory and tragedy -are in the de- 


scription of the crucifixion in that 
great hymn, and that is as it should 
he. The dying of Jesus on the cross 
is at once the most tragic and the 
most momentous of all events in his- 
tory. But here, in this lesson, it is a 
distinctly human aspect of that event 
that is presented. 


The title of our lesson is "The Suf- 


fering Servant." This is essentially 
what Jesus was in His life and in His 
death—the man of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief, manifesting in all 
that He did, and in all that man did to 
Him, the divine compassion and love 
that slops at nothing in its effort to 
redeem and save. 


The human aspect of Christ's suf- 


ferings is further emphasized in the 
men who suffered with Him, a male- 
factor on either side. They were hu- 
man, too. They felt the keen terror of 
the nails. But one is not so impressed 
with their situation or thei rsuffering. 
for they were dying as many others 
have died under the operations of 
crude and raw justice, but a form of 
justice none the less.

Germany Disowns

(on the Dawes and Young loans) 
whereby the interest rates of seven and 
5'/j per cent, which no longer have any 
justification whatever, will be reduced 
to a' normal level." 


Funk denounced political debts and 


disclaimed German legal, economic 
and moral responsibility for the Aus- 
trian state loans preceding Germany's 
annexation of Austria March 13. 


In German eyes state or political 


debts are those, guaranteed by a cen- 
tral authority, which were incurred 
under compulsion or with ulterior po- 
litical aims. Thus the Austrian state 
loans totaling 
400,000,000 richmarks 


(approximately ?160,000,000) are 
re- 


garded by Funk as having been forced 
upon the former republic for "the 
political purpose of preventing the 
anschluss of Austria with the Reich." 


Financial circles estimated Ameri- 


cans were involved in the Austrian 
loans to the extent of about $20,000,- 
000. 


Payments due May 1 and June 1 


on Austrian bond issues were default- 
ed and Great Britain, France, other 
guaranteeing nations and the Bank 
of International Settelemcnts protested 
to Berlin.

An umpire controls a pitcher's des- 


tiny. 


The bettor the pitcher, the more 


important it is that a competent arbi- I 
ler is behind the plate. 


Good pitchers arc artists. They pilch 


to spols with remarkable accuracy. 


Their bread and butter depends up- 


on an umpire being able to determine 
whether a pitch shaded the corner, or 
was low enough to be called a .strike, 
and thus be effective . . . in the strike 
•/one. 


Carl Mubbell weakened 


pressure against the New York Yan- 
kees in the opening game of the world 
series last fall, not because of the dyn- 
amite of the Rifles' bats, but because 
Steve Basil was not calling low pilches 
strikes. The Giants' famous left-hand- 
er has yet to complain, but Basil's de- 
cisions put him in the hole . . . forced 
him to come through the middle.
